Hereas by Divine permiſſion (either for the puniſhment of the high provocations of theſe fintul 
back\liding Nations, or for thedifcovery and prevention of the Ditturbers of rhe peace of this 
our 1ſrael, God thereby making way to ſettle his People upon Foundations of Holineſs, Righte- 
ouſneſs and Peace) a new interruption hath been pur upon the Parliament, by ſome Ofhcers ot 

| the Army in Exgland, notwithſtanding their folemn Engagements to the contrarygto the amaze- 

mnt of the people of theſe three Nations, the hazard of publick peace, the diſcouraging and ſadning the hearts of 
the Godly and well-afte&ed, the obſtructing of Retormation, the giving advantage to forraign and domeſtick Ene- 
mics, and the expoling the Lives, Eltates and Libertics of all, ro. Blood, Rapine ahd Slavery: VVe, upon a ſad 

{ence of preſent threatning calamitics» having ſought the Lord in trembling and much fear , do finde it our duty to 

declare z and we do,through the grace and ſtrength of God (we trult) conſcientiouſly reſolve, 


I. That through the Lords aſſiſtance, We will, in all i icity of hearz,.rcmain firm in our Obedience to the 


Truſt repoſed in us by the Parliament of the Commonwealth of Englaza, Scotlazd and Ireland, fo finfully interrupt- 
cd heretofore, ſo ſolemnly of late reſtored again, by our Brethren of the Army in England ; andao whom we have, 
as it were but yeſterday, by his Excellency Lieutenant General Ludlow, our Commander in chief, profeſſed our 0- 
bedience by Promiſes, Subſcriptions, and other ſober Acknowledgements; which (as we own there is a GOD in 
Hcaven) we take our {clves deeply obliged to purſue. 

IT. That we ſhall nor ſuffer our ſelves ro be any manner of way divided one from another, or from any of our 
Brethren of the Army, that ſhall continue rheir tairhfulneſs rothe Truſt repoſed in them by the Parliament ; or 
irom atiy that ſhall return to ycild obcdicnce thereunto s for which, in much love and tenderneſs towards them, 
we (hall uſe our utmoit endeavours, 

III. That we thall Ly all good mcans, labour the fetling and maintaining of a godly, learned and faithful Mini- 
{try in theſe three Nations z with due encouragement to the Univerſities and Schools of good Litcrature ; that they 
may be Nurſerics of Picty, Learning and Godlinefs, ; | 

IV. That we will, as God will erable us, uſe our utmoſt Endeavours to detet and ſupprets all Enemies at home 
and abroad, that ſhall atrempr rodiſturb rhe peace of this, or of the other Nations, either by introducing and ſet- 
ting vp the Intereſt of any fingle perſon wharſocver 3 or, through turbulency of ſpirir, ſhall tomenr any contufions 
to the CL,Mangering the peace of tits Commonwealth, 

V. Thar 1c is not our intent to impole upon any tender Conſciences, being otherwiſe {ound in the Fundamen- 
tals of Religion. ny | 

And laſtly, V Ve dodeclare, That we ſhal), toour utmoſt, protect all ſuch, whodo at preſent adhere unto us ; 
and (hall alſo endeavour tiat due encouragerent may be given to ſuch, whether Officers or Souldicrs, {formerly of 
the Army, who cither have, or ſhall joyn with us tn this Undertaking.
